This paper is responsive to the Office Action mailed June 29, 2005. Applicants 
enclose a Petition for Extension of Time to make this response timely. 

The Examiner has required restriction to a single invention defined according to 
Groups I-XVIII, as set forth on pages 2-4 of the Office Action. According to the examiner, 
these Groups define independent and distinct inventions under 35 U.S.C. § 121. 

Applicants traverse the restriction requirement as unduly excessive but file the present 
response merely for sake of promptly prosecuting the case. Accordingly, Applicants elect 
Group XVI drawn to claims 133-141 for examination. 

The Examiner also requires an election of species firom each of groups A-D, as set 
forth on pages 5-6 of the Office Action. Applicants understand that, upon allowance of a 
generic claim, the scope of examination will be expanded to the non-elected species. 
Accordingly, Applicants elect cobalt (Co) as the magnetic material, SEQ ID NO: 15 as the 
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peptide sequence, a combinatorial library as the library, and silicon as the substrate. 
Applicants note that not all of these species are applicable to the elected Group XVL At least 
claims 1-63, 76-127, 129, 130, 133-143 are readable on the elected species.
